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England Must Retain Her Volunteers. 

The Hon. W. F. Campbell, M. I'., for Har- 
wich, addressed his coiislitueuts on the 21,st 
of January. He remarked: He would en- 
giine their consideration for a moment on 
the volunlBer tnovempnt. Tha' movement 
ou!zhl not to be discouraged or relaxed in 
con.«eqiience of any new commercial treaty 
which boundiFrance to 'thia:-co«iitry,-or in 
con.seqiience.jbf /anyjooHiiiid^ ienlerprise Jn 
which they v9;ere, engaged, or Jn consequence 
of any ititituaCesieern^iptl . adrnjration Jhey 
might feel for one another as nations. That 
movement was lirsl kindled by the laureate; 
it was fanned into a wider flame by the 
press. Lord Klcho, aiiu every public siiirit- 
ed man, by fminding the Volunteer Asso- 
ciation, endeavored to giv8 'it(!ohUr(ioter and 
jierrnatience. This moVj^rj^nt^ Was not un- 

.derlaken to damage (he aliiatic'e of this 
country with France. For his own part, he 
tliougl.it the French alliance advantageous 
to the country and essential to the world. 
(Cheers.) If Franco and Fiiglaiid were dis- 
united for any length of time, Constantino- 
ple would b«come liussian territory, and 
Europe no longer safe. But how could they 
preserve the alliance? It could only be 
preserved by an ecpiality of pjvver — by that 
^quality I'f pnwer which would prevent 

*T/,^nce or Britain from engaging in any 
«'ou[ae calculated to alienate ilii; good will, 
the sympathy .and;'lhe approbaiion of the 
other. (Lhe«rs'.|" '' lii the history of the 
world they tiev^er saw a firm and dnralde al- 
liance for the advaiitaye of oilier '.•niintries 
e.vcept between two Cowers siilistantially 

. equal to each other. (Cheers.) In former 
itifilBS, to balance the iinineri.se pn^poiider 
anee of the French Government by latul, 
•<3rlal Britain exceeded it in the number of 
iter line-ol"-battle ships, her frisales and 
her L'lin-hoats ; that was so no hinijer, and 
it l'"raH(;o hail become their e(|iial on the 
waiter, no course remained to lliein e.veept, 
s(i far as possible, to liocome lier eipial on 
«lie land. (Cheers.) liii! how cuuKI lliey 
elleel that .' VVoulil they raise a slan.iin^' 
army of 300,000 men! The spirit of the 
conuiry, the traditions of the conntiy, and 
llie necessities and obligations of the conn- 
try, would resist it. Nolliii.g remained, 
therefore, e.veept to depend in some de:;ree 
upon loyal volunteers. This, in Ins opinion, 

. was a sufficient vindicaiioii of ilie mo.i - 
tnent; and he would not scruple to remark 
that the more clo.sely France and this coun- 
try were thrown together, tlie more essential 
was it to our honor to become a nation of 
armed men. Well, but it was said that so 
long as Itie present Emperor of France was 

.'it»ti!tbe,4b.rone, and our good ally, no precau- 
tions were essential. Far be it from him to 
disparage that extraordinary person, what- 
ever he had been to oilier countries, had 
always been to this an irreproachable ally 
(hear); bnl this he would submit to them— 
was the E.-npeior's lil'e secured to tliein f 
Calculations of ambition, along with the im- 
pulses of sentiment, would all go to deter 
him from any rupture with Great Britain, for 
ho well knew that the world was i.oi able 
topresei;t him with an '-■.iiiivalen' ally. If 
the Emperor of France was, however, led to 
an attack upon this country, he i-Mi. C;uiiii- 
oull) could not help submilliiig it would 
only happen in this manner: from our vol- 
untary weakness in our national defences, 
or from a spirit of aggression and rapacity 
which even the F,mperor's power was una- 
ble to subdue. That, he (.Mr. Caiiiiibell) 
hoped they would prevent. But, as he be- 
fore observed, was the Emperor's life se- 
cured to them ? In the event of his death, 
France would be split into ho.-ililo hcctions, 
the malignant passions of which the Em- 
peror could now control, but which in his 
absence would bid against each other in the 
race of a short-lived popularity in their hos- 
tility towards England. He therefore ven- 
tured to submit to them that it was not 
enough in any person who pretended to dis- 
courage their arms, to provo that the Em- 
peror was a friend of Great Britain, unless 
ho cunld also provo the Emperor was im- 
mortal. (Cheers.) But beyond this, on the 
grounds of foreigri policy alone, the volun- 
teer movement miglit easily be defended, as 
the honorable genllenian proceeded to do- 
mpnatrate. With reference to the volunteer 
movemerit in Harwich, Mr. Campbell urged

already formed there, and he liberally 
ollered to indemnify any of his friends lor 
the time they lo.^t if they felt niialile to bear 
the loss themselves. ( I, end cries of ' liravo !' 
In conclusion, the honorable gentleman said 
thai on the ground of foreign policy alone, 
admitting war to be improbable, and even 
impossible, it was still our duty to provide, 
in the lirst jdace, a Channel ileet, which all 
the CdUnlry called for; in the second place, 
a reserve of gunboats ; in the third place, 
100,000 regulars in the army, which was 
not' far beyond the present limit; in the 
fourth place, 100,000 militia; and, last of 
all, at least 100,000 volunteers. (Loud 
cheers.) 

British North America. 
From our files of Provincial papers re- 
ceived per steamship Panama, we extract 
the following summary of news : 

The two Canadas have an area of 250,000 
nquare'ir.iles, with a population of 3^000,000 ; 
New Brunswick 27,700 square tniles, with 
.1 population of 225,000; Nova Scotia 18,71() 
square miles, with a population of 300.000; 
Prince Edward Island 2,134 square miles, 
with a population of 62,398; and Newfound- 
land 57,000 square miles, with a population 
of 120,000 — total area, 553,4-lf; stpiare miles, 
and an aggregate population of 4,000,000. 

The Coveriior of Canada, in his speech at 
the opening of Parliament, announced that 
His Uoyal Highness the Prince of Wales 
will visit Canada the coming summer. 
Such a visit, we presume, will include a 
tour in the States. 

An effort is to be made in the Canadian 
and Nova Scotia Parliaments for a recipro- 
city treaty between the two provinces,

Oas Monopoly. 

In a country adopting a free port system, 
and consequently a free trade policy, it ap- 
pears strange that there are those who ad- 
vocate monopoly. Such, however, is the 

cci?!6 hire. The Administration has lent it- 
sell to secure to Stamp & Co. a monopoly of 
Barclay Sound, and ils acknowludged orga« 
advocates granting,' to a company tlie exclu- 
aive right to manufacture and sell gas in 
Victoria. Such acts and doctrines are hos- 
tile to the veiy first principles of free trade 
and no protection, and tend to make the 
many hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the few. We have no sympathy with 
any suoh doctrines; but want to see added 
to free ports and free trade the inestioiable 
boon, free land, or the right of free selection 
to actual settlers in preference to speculators, 
and no protection to manufactures. 

Either the Assembly is thought to be ve- 
nal or gullible, or that the people will sit 
supinely by and see themselves swindled 
for twenty-one years by a gas monopoly) 
without opposinfj it, or else wo fail to per- 
ceive the object of the Victoria Gas Compa- 
ny in petitioning for tne e.vclusive right to 
manufacture gas. If a brewery sent in a 
petition for the exclusive right to make 
lager beer, it would be tlirown out without 
any hesitation.) Yet there are those both in 
and out of' the Legislature who foolishly 
imagine that it is right and proper to grant 
an e.vclusive right to manufacture gas. If 
a brewer laid down pipes to conduct the 
beer to his customers, he would occupy the 
exact position of a gas cot.ipaiiy. But be- 
cause no such thing is usual, and it has to 
be done to convey gas, the public are ex- 
pected to view it as an extraordinary enter- 
prise. I'l the ini'iiiicy of gas light, it was an 
experiment, and was deemed necessary to 
grant exolusive privileges. But nothing is 
better understood now. than making gas ; 
aod those who engage in it engage in it like 
any other business, and consequently it re- 
quire no protection. 

Nothing 18 more improbable than that 
the Company e.xpeot to wait either two, 
five, or twenty years for their investment to 
pay. Within the first six months, they cal- 
culate on making a dividend. It they do 
not, it will prove a very poor transaction ; 
and in that sense, it would be very unkind 
of the Legislature to make such parlriotic 
individual suffer for the community in 
general. 

Monopoly of any kind, however, is a 
vested wrong. In plain English, it is 
cheating the people out of their rights; and 
any Legislature thai lends it force or sanc- 
tion, violates the authority committed to its 
care. The country has already felt the 
blighting influence of one monopoly. If 
Stamp's scheme is consummated, as the 
eld one dies out another will be revived. 
The only other monopoly in the country is 
the legal profession, who, instead of intro- 
ducing free trade into law, still cling to 
their ancient and oxoluaive privileges of 
ilefonding tlie innocent, or (li,scoveri n;i con- 
venient hoies for the escape of sturdy rogues 
through the meshes of the law. As before 
stated, we have nu sympathy with mono- 
poly in any shape, whether law, land, or 
gas. We have none with gas because we 
cannot discover any corresponding benefit 
to the community for the franchise prayed 
for. Gjant an exclusive right and the di- 
luctors will raise the larifl per thousand 
cubic teet, an high as their customers will 
allow without recourse to oil or camphene. 
The tariffcould not be regulated by competi- 
tion, fur none would be allowed. The only 
two courses open would be not to burn it, or 
repeal the monopoly and indemnify the 
con-.par.y. iN'either one of those courses suit. 
Gas is wanted; but it must be inanufactLired 
and supplied pii , the same business prin- 
oiplesthat ariy other manufactory is con- 
duisted. Whoever ntakes the best article 
and csMs it cheapest will have the largest 
sale. Alt the privileges that should be 
granted by the Legislature to the Victoria 
Gas Company,, is the rif»ht to tico and bo 
sued; and to lay down gas-pipe.« in the 
streets. The same rights should be ac- 
coriled to fifty similar companies were th'jy 
to offer. So, with equal rights and nothing 
more nor nothing le.ss, Litlto & Co. should 
be satisfied.

QuARTBR Sessions. — On Saturday, pur- 
suant to adjournment, the Sessions met. 
Justices - Langford, Nagle and Femberton 
were on the bench. The Court found itself 
in a snarl. The Atlorney General, owing 
to absence in British Coluinbia, bad prepared 
no indictments, and the Court had neglected 
to issue the precept summoning a grand and 
pisttit jury. G. J. Wight, Esq., and D. H. 
Ring, E.*q., movid that their clients 'be dis- 
charged. The Attorney General and Messrs 
Crease and Drake advised adjournment. 
After considerable argument and consulta- 
tion, the :<apient ooiiolusion was arrived at 
toadjoiirn. . The Attorney General promised 
that the indictments and a jury should be 
forth(»>mihg on Thursday ne.xi, so the Court 
accordingly adjourned to that day. The 
neglect of the judges and prosecuting attor- 
ney were thus hushed up; 

FlOnT BETWBXN AN InDIAM AND A CE' 

LESTiAL. — Officer Carey, while going his 
round through Yates street, Sunday evening, 
observed two parties fighting, opposite 

Wells, Fargo & Co.'s building. Ho dis- 
covered that the belligerents wen-j an In- 
dian and a Chinaman, and arrested \\uiin 
both. Yesterday morning, they were brougiii 
befoie Judge I'emberton for trial. The Ce- 
lestial conducted his own defense in an 
able and dignified manner, stating to liie 
Court that — •' Him (the Indian) breakee nie 
windee, ine catehee him ; me say, no good 
Mr. Injun ; he strikes me once, andskinuee 
me nose, and kiokee nie in back. No bully 
good Injun !" The Indian was fined 10s. 
for the assault and the Chinaman M'as dis- 
charged. 

More Public CistEnNs. — Without tlit; 
immediate construction of a suliicieiit num- 
ber of public cisterns, the elibtts of onr Fire 
Department, in case of a visitation of the 
destroying element, would be almost entirely 
thrown away. The city needsat least half-a- 
dozen oisternSjin addition to the three already 
constructed, to supply the engines with water 
in event of an emergency arising calling 
the department into service. These might 
be located at different points within the 
limits of Wharf, View, Broad and Johnson 
streets, — the portion of the city in which the 
most valuable property is situated, and llio 
locality in which a destructive fire woultl be 
most likely to occur. Thus protected, and 
the Bill now before the As.'^embly, prohibit- 
ing the use of stove-pipes \vitlii:i certain 
limits, passed, our citizens might laugh at 
the idea of a destructive conflagration. 



Fro.m Lvtton CrTV. — We have coh- 
versed with a gentleman rtjcenlly from the 
Forks of Tliompson and Fra>er River.-i, who 
"ays that the traders at Lyitoii City were 
quite busy furnishing parties bound for 
Quesnelle River with onttiLs. Pack-traini^ 
were leaving town daily bound for the New 
El Dorado. These trains contemplated tak- 
ing the new route via Hat River. The river 
from the Forks down is represented to be aU 
most entirely in the possession of China- 
men, the white tniner.s liaving either de- 
serted or sold their claims and moved fur- 
ther up. 

Catholic Missionaries.— -The French 
Catholic Missionary Society are nbont es- 
tablishing missions among the liidiati.s (Jii 
Vancouver and Queen Charlotli- l.-iland.s and 
the Northwest Coast. Korly or fifty zeah)us 
young missionarie-i are nirciidy on llieir way 
liero from France, and two Calliolic clergy- 
men leave to-day for various puini.s on the 
Islands and coast, for th ' purpose of notify- 
ing the various tribes of the coming teachers 
of the Gospel. 

Thk Bauk Glimpse. — The arrangements 
for getting this vessel off yesterday were 
completed on Sunday, and the vessel movnd 
some eight feet. During Sunday night, 
however, the lashings gave way, and the 
casks and spars by which she w.ts buoyed 
up floated off. It is now the inlenlioii of 
the owners, we believe, to clo.so the liulus 
in her bottom and pump her out. 

Social Gathkkinc; and Do.nation 
PAitrr.— The congregation and friends of 
Ri!v. W. F. Clarke design having a social 
gathering and donation party this evening, 
at the Congregational Lecture Room, at 8 
o'clock. Mr. C. is about leaving this place, 
and an opportunity is thus afforded all who 
wish to unite in an expression of respect and 
friendship. 

CiiiNKSK. — One hundred anil forty Chi- 
nese came passengers on the Panama and 
D. L. Clinch. Ye.stertlay they were about 
town purcliasing copper and other necessa- 
ries to take to the mines, for whiob locality 
they will leave' on the steamers of to-day. 
At the rate at . whiob they are going up Fra- 
ser river, the Celestials viW soon outnumber 
the whites. 



iinoACHiNo Cargo. — Marcus Roe, whom
